By your per- 
mission I will express a few of my 
sentiments 
through 
your 
paper, 
hoping that it may cause others to 
investigate 
and 
weigh 
well

position thoy take in tho picscnt 
political 
contest that is before tho 
votcis of tho United States. 
Tho question is shall 
wo 
recog- 
nize tho freo and unlimited coinage 
of silver at tho ratio of sixteen 
to 
one, or shall wo vote for gold alone 
and thereby make that commodity 
moio valuable and deficient to ob 
tain to accommodato Great Britain 
and other foreign nations. 
Free coinage of silver would give 
thousands 
of our peoplo employ- 
ment, 
and 
is 
tho 
constitutional 
money adopted by tho 
fi amors of 
tin 3 
great 
government. 
In 
my 
judgment, it would be just as fair 
to pass a law that no ono should 
plant and ralso potatoes, in order 
to givo some syndicate a chanco 
to 
make a corner on potatoes. 
We do not need 
tho consent of 
other nations to know whether 
wo 
can coin 
our 
own 
money. 
The 
framers of our government had to 
make their own money, and in tho 
lebellion tho nation took tho samo 
view of it and carried 
the govern- 
ment through that daik and cloudy 
day to victory, without the help of 
other nations. 
Thero is no nation 
moio competent and independent 
than 
ours. 
Political 
parties 
are 
tho safe guaids of any government. 
It is through great financial 
issues 
that political parties aio organized 
and 
place their views 
beforo 
tho 
people for 
their 
adoption or re 
jection at the polls. 
When any form 
of government 
becomes destructive to the interests 
and liberties 
of tho people, it is 
their right to abolish such system 
and institute a bettor safeguard for 
their protection.
